1939 when China 
was carrying -life-and-death struggle 
against Japan, anti-Chinese campaigns were 
staged throughout the country. series 
drastic measures were taken against the Chi- 
nese, among which one was the closing down 
all Chinese schools. Hundreds thou- 
sands Chinese children deprived Chi- 
nese educational opportunities were forced 
attend Thai schools because primary edu- 
cation was compulsory Thailand. Some 
well-to-do Chinese engaged private teachers 
teach their children Chinese school 
hours. The poorer families pooled their re- 
sources to,engage teacher teach their 
children with each family sharing the 
expenses. But according the Thai laws 
and regulations, private teacher can not 
teach more than seven children the same 
time and the same place. class 
over seven children taught one teacher, 
was considered school. During the years 
from 1939 1945, the majority the Chinese 
children had opportunity learn Chi- 
nese under such strict regulations. there 
were diplomatic relations between the 
Chinese and the Thai governments during 
those years, the Chinese schools were left 
their fate. 


The Chinese School Problem after 
the War 


After the Japanese surrender 1945, the 
Chinese Government, realizing the impor- 
tancé and urgency establishing diplomatic 
relations with Thailand, dispatched Dr. 
former Chinese Ambassador 
goodwill mission Thailand which 
arrived Bangkok January 1946. After 
Friendship and Amity was signed Janu- 

23, thus establishing formal relations be- 
tween the two governments. the course 
the negotiations, the problem Chinese 
schools Thailand was discussed.

August Vietnam ordered all Viet- 
Vietnamese citizens and set six-month time- 
limit for them register for their new 
citizenship. The deadline February 22, 1957. 


The Chinese Vietnam were reported 
resent the idea new nationality being 
forced Reports from Vietnam indi- 
cated that only very few native-born Chinese 
Vietnam had far applied for Vietnamese 
citizenship. The Saigon government has been 
asked reconsider its arbitrary decision 
the nationality issue affecting hundreds 
thousands Chinese Vietnam.

institution. 


“If there indeed necessity for in- 
crease its staff, local agency shall first 
obtain authorization from the People’s Com- 
mittee the province, autonomous area 
municipality. the case agency 
the central government, authorization shall 
obtained first from the cabinet.” 


Courts Without 


Probably the most telling evidence 
how justice had been carried out under the 
Chinese Communist regime was resolution 
adopted November 16, 1956, 
session the Standing Committee 
the “National People’s Congress,” Peiping’s 
counterpart the Supreme Soviet. 


Six years after the establishment Mao

The resolution also 
prescribed that “if new criminal acts are 
discovered among and the period 
their internment should accordingly 
prolonged, paroles are called for 
account good behavior, these shall done 
only People’s Courts accordance with 
law.”

They crossed vast expanse 
sea and ocean ‘dominate control 
countries Asia and Africa. meeting 
this movement the countries the south 
Asia stood the forefront. They were the 
first victims. Indeed, many the countries 
southern Asia have known other type 
colonialism, and therefore, their animosi- 
ties are almost exclusively directed coun- 
tries Western Europe. 


However, parallel with the maritime ex- 
pansion Western Europe southern Asia, 
there was the overland expansion Russia 
Asia, from the Urals the Pacific and 
from the Arctic Northern Vietnam. There 
has been break between autocratic Tsarist 
Russia and totalitarian Soviet China, 
her very geographical situation, has been 
the victim both colonial movements—that 
Western Europe and that from Russia, 
and therefore better Position judge 
than many other countries Asia and Africa. 


Mr. President, empire-building highly 
competitive. The overseas expansion West- 
ern Europe and the overland expansion 
Russia have reacted one the other. 
the second half the 19th Century, the two 


movements met Central Asia, China and 


Korea. The First World War put tempor- 
ary stop that world-wide rivalry.
